DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1/19/2010 has been entered. 

Applicants are informed that the rejections of the previous Office action not stated 
below have been withdrawn from consideration in view of the Applicant's arguments 
and/or amendments. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 128, 129, 131, 134, 136 and 164-167 are directed to an allowable product. 
Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claim 144, directed to the 
process of using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 7/30/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim

subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a coronavirus having a spike (S) protein that is at least 97% 
identical to SEQ ID NO: 4 or a coronavirus S protein with at least 97% identity to SEQ 
ID NO:4. Moreover, the closest art is that of applications publication Erles et al. 
(Vaccine, 2003) [published after the priority date], which describes the first isolation of a 
new coronavirus, Canine Respiratory Coronavirus (CRCV). See page 217 and figure 1.
